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With these two volumes Mr, Symonds briues his
fmportant work on ltaly to an end, Without pre-
meditation and slmost without intention we wrote
“on Italy ;" but wa allow onr spontaneous words ta
stand, without apology and withont gualification;
for the five volnmes, of which those Lefore ns nre
the last two, although the Kenalssance m Ttaly is
their nominal subject, area weries of literary pio.
tures of the Italian people from abont the eud of
the thirteenth century to the middle of the six-
teenth, These pictares, howsver, are not traly pio-
torial. They are not works of representalive are,
nor are they intended so to be. Mr. Symonds hns
not written in the spirit of Macaulay; he does not
wish to present us a canvas on which there is u com-
position sketchod out in proportion, with grouping,
contrast of light and shede, and stronyg Jocal cvlor,
Btill lexss does hie seek to produce “ eftects,"—eflects
to which truth of detail, or any irath, is sacrificed,
for a purnose, hunest or dishouest. His work from
beginning to end is eritical and may be comparen to
& sories of carefully studied and accurately drawn
anatomical plates, which place before ns the sirne-
fure and the mode of action of the vurions subiocts
which ne ms unilertaken to illustrute, The resalt
s knowledge. The attentive and thongheful roader
of Mr. Symonds's work will know more of Italy,
the wreat Italy which was the active pionecr
in the regeneration of FEurope alter the
middle ages, than e¢an  be learand  from
any other book known to ns in  Enghshlit-
eruture; and it is not likely that such a haok upon
the same subject will he writtan in onr langnage
for at least many years to come, All readers who
are interested in his subject—ons of the most im-
portant and varionaly instractive in the history of
the hunuan mind—owe Mr. Symonds thanks and
honor for bis concoption  and his thorongh execn-
tion of a great design, which he hus fortanately
Vbeen ablo to carry out 1o a perfect and satislactory
eompletion.

Weo have heretotore given the readers of Tue

have been the earnalest. But altbough the talian
Jteratare of tho renaissance was thus inferior to
{ts art, and altbongh its weakness was on its spliris-
gal aud moral and even, we must say, on Its intel -
Yeetuul slde (using “ lntellectual as of bhigher rignifi-
eance than ¥ mental”) we must not, therefure, under-
rate its value, nor shut our eyes to the infloeuce
which it exerts upon the soul of swakening Europe.
The splendor of Enropean lteratare in the lust
three centnries had not only its duwn, but its
bright momiug, in the resalssance literature of Ttaly.

Mr. Bymonds shows us step by step the develop-
ment of this literature, Man by man he marches
the brilliaut array In review before s j=pobis,
toilers of taies, historlans, writers on  state-
craft, philosophers, dramatists, critics, and not dis-
daining even the pedants, pompous and ponderous,
or peity and piddling. Most ot this somewbhat
motley althongh splendid band are all of them
strongly ltalian in featare ana in costume, and all
of them are loaded with spoils from the ruisof
ancient Greece und Kome; every one of them, with
#wo o three notable exceptions, priding himself
more npon what he has taken trom others than upon
what be was himsell ; being indeed not unlike In
this respect most othier men of all sorts, of all times
and all countries, among whom to lhuve has ever
geemed of more importance than to be. Mr. By-
monde’s volumes are really & eritical study of Ital-
fan literatute from tue trecemfo period, where
Dante's gloomy figure towers on the border of the
middle ages, dowan to the decadence of the renwis-
sance in the sixteenth contury.

Of Petrarch, the first famous poet and man of
letters of the now epoch, onr author bas alieady

said not a little In his second volume ; ana of neces-

pity; for Lanra's lover was a force of the first
magnitude in the rovival of learning. But we have
here au appreciation of him as u leader 1o Italian
poetival litersinre which strikes us s beinz notably
just in fts appreciation and sabtle in its aiserimina-
tion. Mr. Symonds points out that while Daute
remained a Floreutine, Petrarch was the first Ital-
jun. Dante refused all honors becsuss they were
not oftered to bim by bis commune. e was one of
thuse {mpracticable men who inslst both on being
prophets and ou being bonored in thelr own country
sud among their own pevple. Petrarch, altnough
also a Florentine, toook lus laurel crown thank-
fally st Rome on she stepsof the Capitol, He
shows no politicsl prejudices, no local preferences,
He writes Italian which isof Tusear origin but with
no trace of dislect. From his verses uud his hnbit of
examplo may have beou formed the long -estab-
lished rule und test of good Italian—* lingun Tus-
cans in boves Romana " (Tuscan words in s Roman
mwuth).
